There is not a more available route 
eonteiiiplated in Kentucky ; one that 
l oulii he built at a less cost, or would 
be of more convenience to the public 
or pay a.|>ettei^lri§endto the stock 
holders. 

I*li0 people of Tngg eount)' like the 

business men of Cadiz arc an eucr- 
gotic, thrifty population, and when 
tlie charter is jiassed wo will say to 
liopkiusviilc, aud Christian county, 
that if they mean business, Cadiz 
and Trigg county will meet them half 
way. • , ' 

Now we have ticver been an etjo- 
my to the erection of the Clurksvilic 
railroad, though it has been very in- 
iluslriously.uii'culated that wo were. 
It the road sliould run as at present 
copieinpl^ted, twelve <^ thirteen 
miles away from our tows, aflfl" hit- 
ting like a Ipcctre through only about 
five miles of the poorest corner of 
our county, the question would very 
naturally arise, as to the advantage 
tho people of Cadiz, or Trigg county 
might expect to dui'ive from it. Still 
we have never opposed it 

But we do favor the buildintc of a 
Narrow Gauge Road from this place 
to Hopkiiisvillo, because we believe it 
Woulil help build up botli Hopkins- 
ville aud Cauiz, would add greatly to 
tho wealth of the town, and th? coun- 
ty, aud a ho great ptiblio oonveni^nco 
to us all.— Cadhs Old Guard.

Mr. MuUigai^got theiluorand made 
a liuinorous speech, concludiu 
a motion that the caucus adjourn 
and that the members go (o sec "Pup," 
a play going ou at the theatre. Then 
tlie caucus adjourned until Kridav 
night. 

l'|ion reassembling Friday ui;;bt the 
<lue>lioii of settling llic coiilcst for 
Librarian laijie up, but the matter 
was postponed until Feb. 1. Hallot- 
ing for Senator then began and the 
<>3rd lAllot showed no change. Mr. 
Ilarcourtthcn offered a resolution 
rescinding the caucus rule that pro* 
hibited further nominations. U]K)n 
mutioii of lUacklnini iiu'ii ihc con- 
sideratiim of the resolution was post- 
poned indeliniteiy, by a vole of 61 to 
5(i. This prevents further noniinn- 
tions until this question shall liave 
been rueiinsidered, upon a motion of 
some meiiibiu' who voted allinnative- 
ly. It will be tibhervcd tliat 1 or 5 
votes more would bo i iiouj;h to re- 
consider and pass the resolution and 
put an end to the deadlovk. 

In this connection we will stale 
that 11 members from the Isl and 2nd 
Districts voted with tho majority. 
A motion to a|ipoiiit a couimittee of 
12 to devise some means to break the 
deadlock was then made, and tabled 
by a vote of 7G to ^ 

The Mth ballot was then taken and 
Uarcourl of Spencer changed from 
Williams, to Sweeney, the vote stand- 
ing; Williams, 51, Hlaikbiirn, 45, 
Sweeney. '25. On tlic next ballot the 
same member voted for Itlackbnrn 
and on tlie OGtli again changed back 
to Williams, saying lie had been tak- 
ing a IHtle circuit and nrould return 
home. 

The caucus after taking 4 ballots 
adjourned till last night. There is 
no probability that a conclusion 
will be reached this week.

Bo long as wood must ba oaed to 

floors and roofs, there oea be no such 
thing as flre-proof building. It is, thero- 
fore, proposed by one of the leading 
fite-insnranoe companies that all new 
struutur ea, and patMonlarly factories and 
shops where wood is to be used, shall be 
made flre-resiating or slow-burning. The 
plan suggested is worthy ol atteotkm, 
because it often htijpgeaa that^ if tbe flie 
can only be confined to the interior of 
the building for even a few momenta, 
much property, and perhaps many Uvea, 
can be saved. For the floors it is pro- 
posed to nae heavy timbers, 80.6 oenti- 
htiten by SO^oeatimeten (13 by li 
inches), and on these to lay suttohed 
planks 7.6 centimeters (8 inidies) thiok. 
Over these planks ia to be a htyer of 
tbdfliig-felt or mortar, and in fills mortar 
is to be bedded flooring-boards of the 
nsnol thickneaa. Such a floor would 
bum, bnt so slowly that flia would be a 
long time ia eating its way through. 
The aim is to gain time, tor time is the 
one element ol aafatiy at «)1 fires. For 
the tool; the sopportiiitf beams SIS to be 
oi the same size, and the top is to be ol 
matched planks 7.0 centimeters thiok, 
sad oovered on tho outside with any 
form of roofing that moy bo deeked.
